For the first 


time, in many towns, the two older 
parties found a new political opponent 
—the Social Democrat-—in the field'as a 
bidder for votes, and while in no in- 
stance did the Socialistic Idea win, there 
was, nevertheless, a wideawake Interest 
In its strength. 


This year the license question was Just 


as troublesome a matter as heretofore, 
and in the sum total of votes cast the in- 
clination for the sale of intoxicating 
liquor was the stronger. In many places 
the prohibition elem&nt was cought nap- 
ping, as far as majorities were con- 
cerned. In the number of towns turned 
out of license into the no-license column 
the temperance folks have the better end 
of It, for seren license towns went 
against the traffic, while three went from 
"dry" to "wet." The towns changing- to 
Jio-license were Canton, Hubbardstori, 
New Braintree, Scltuate, Oakham, Wln- 
chenden and Orange; those that wen.t 
the other ivay were Dracut, Hanson and 
.Marshfield. 


Mo*t of the meetings transacted busi- 


ness of interest chiefly to their own tax- 
payers. The tendency of reports from 
treasurers was decidedly along the lines 
Indicating prosperity and accordingly 
»hakeups in town government were not 
many or particularly noteworthy. War- 
rants for the meetings, as has been the 
•way for half a century, were quite 
Jeugthy in many Instances, so that town 
meetings will spread over a greater or 
Jess period, some adjourning for a week, 
•while others reassembling daily till the 
entire list of items Is disposed of.

Doubt as to Identity of the Wreck Off Nova 


Scotia's Coast Has Been Dispelled. 


Harrington, N. S., March 6. — There Is 


now no doubt In the minds of the fisher- 
men that a great disaster has actually 
occurred and none as to the identity of 
the vessel wrecked on the ledge at 
Pubnioo some 10 days ago. On Sunday 
a life buoy was picked up at Pu-fonir-o 
Point marked "Planet Mercury," and 
Lloyds agent, B. W. B. Moody, found a 
life raft on Ellenwood's island with 
"Liverpool" marked on It. A French- 
man at West Pubnico picked up a life 
preserver yesterday morning with the 
name "Planet Mercury," and a number 
of hatches, deals, scantling, pieces of 
ship's house, broken oars and box shocks 
have come ashore at Pubnico Point. 


Several -more dead cattle have also 


drifted in and schooners have gathered 
up considerable wreckage of a miscel- 
laneous character. There was no clue 
on any of the drift stuff as to the mume 
of the vessel, save the markings on the 
life buoy, and this establishes the iden- 
tity of the fated craft. 


The recent heavy storms sst many 


buoys adrift, and among those carried 
away was the whistling buoy at the 
Lurcher, about 20 miles northwest of 
Yarmouth. As the exact date of the 
Planet Mercury's wreck is unknown, 
there may be a clue to the disaster in the 
fact of the Lurcher buoy being adrift. 
At any rate {.he proposed Dominion gov- 
ernment lightship on this dangerous 
spot will come none too soon.

When darkness fell, they bivou- 
acked in silence.

Canadians and Gordons charged for- 
ward 1'or 200 yards under cover of vol- 
leys from the Cornwalls and Shrop- 
shires.

The 
river, which was swollen, collected in 
every little shallow spot heaps of the 
bloated carcasses of animals. 


MUST THE HORSE GO? 


Possible Effect of tb» Cae of Automo- 


bile*. 


In St Nicholas fbr March, -writing of 


"The Automobile; Its Present and Its 
Future," Charles Barnard considers 
the possible effect of horseless traction 
upon the usefulness of the horse. 


For 3,000 years, perhaps for a much 


longer time, men have need horses Jn 
peace and in war. In all this time no 
one appears to-nave Imagined that the 
time would ever come -wtoem we might 
not need so many horses. If we ex- 
amine an old map of the United States, 
we may trace a black Hne beginning 
at Cumberland, In Maryland, and ex- 
tendingacross the mountains to the Mo- 
nongahela river above Pittsbnrgf. Thl» 
line indicated the gj»eat national road 
built by the United States as a .high- 
way from the east to the then far west 
In the Ohio valley. Over this great 
road thousands of horses traveled In 
endless processions, dragging great 
covered wagons; swift Btagecoaches 
ran, day and night, canrylng passen- 
gers and malls. This rsad with Ita 
enormous traffic was regarded as one 
of the wonders of the new world, 
Washington considered It a most tm« 
portant public work, and believed that 
all the country needed to the ftrtnrfe 
were more horses and more national 
roads. Today this long and costly road 
Is almost forgotten. The. great wagoq 
trains and swift "stages long ago dis- 
appeared. 


When, abotit 60 years ago, the rail- 


reads came, many people thought that 
horses would no longer be.needed. This 
was soon seen to be a mistake. It was 
found that It took more horses to carry 
the freight and passengers to the rail- 
road stations than were used before 
the railroads were built, "When, about 
12 years ago, the trolley cars appeared, 
then many people said, "This time the 
horses will certainly retire, for there 
will be nothing for thein to do." Has 
It been true? And now, within two 
years, people have said the horses will 
surely disappear, for here are carriages 
without horses. Do yotr believe that 
will be true?

Charles E. Mairoon, law officer of th^ 


Sivsion of insular affairs,, has urecared 
an opinion for the secretary of \var 
n.jon th3 legal status of the inhabit- 
..iits and territory of the islands for- 
ii trly part of the empire of Soain and 
if ( e-itiy acquired by tho United States. 


Now Mr. JIagoon holds that 
the 


treaty of peace did no r/:ore than cut an 
cr,d-to xh-i war; transfer the rirhts oi 
Spain in ihe islands to the government 
of the United States and that the ex- 
ecutive and senate in negotiating the 
treaty did not extend the territorial 
boundaries o£ the Unated States. Mr. 
Kagoon's opinion contains these nara- 
Jjraphs of close and sound reasoning: 


"Up to the present time the onlv 


powers of the United States which 
have been exercised in relation to these 
inlands are the v,ar pOv,ers. The con- 
.firmation of the treaty of peace was 
but the consummation of a. war. 
But 


the military arm of our sovernment is 
"Without authority to extend the bound- 
aries of the United States. 


"Apparently the position of the pres- 


ident Is that the initial step in making 
known the will of the sovereign in re- 
gard to the extension i>f our boundaries 
to include this territory is to be taken 
Ly the legislative department to be evi- 
denced by the approval of the acts of 
the legislative department by the t>res- 
Ic'ent. This course is in harmony with 
the theory and established practices of 
our government. 


"The result of the war was to destroy 


the jurisdiction of Spain in the islands 
and compel a -withdrawal of Snanish 
sorvreignty 
therefrom, 
leaving- 
the 


islands in the possession of the United 
States. TheieuDon they borame land 
appertaining to the United States and 
in the uossession of the United States, 
hut not within the territorial bound- 
aries of the United States." 


"It seems incontrovertible that the 


unorganized territory of tno United 
States is not bound and bonofitprl bv 
the constitution and laws of the Unite , 
States until conjjro-s has made ap^ro-' 
I.riate provisions therefor. And if con- 
gress shall by appropriate action ex- 
tpnd the territorial boundaries of the 
United Statfs to include the islands ac- 
quired by the nation during the !ato 
ivar with SDain, and, thereafter con- 
tinue said inlands in. tho condition of 
niorganizr-d territory govf>rnfd by the 
Bovereign powers of the nation, the ox-

^ eteran champion of woman's rights, 
denounces in the March number of the 
North American Review the pro-po- 
sition, which is not without its advo- 
cates, to make a divorce law which 
shall 
be unaform 
throughout 
the 


states. From the fact that the appli-l 
cants for divorce are chiefly women— 
as Senator Naquet's bill in the French 
chambers recently proved—Mrs. Stan- 
ton diawst the conclusion tha 
the 


hardships of the wedded state fall 
more heavily upon women than upon 
men, and she expresses her belief that 
the states w hich have liberal divorce 
laws are to women what Canada was 
to the slave before emancipation. Any 
effort to create a national divorce law 
would surely result in making 
a 


maximum of restrictions where there 
is now a minimum, and in depriving 
women of opportunities for relief from 
oppression, and 
unhappmess.). 
Mrs. 


Stanton would make divorce a ques- 
tion simply for the state. 


"Questions involved in marriage and 


divorce should be, in the- churches, 
matters of doctrinal teaching and dis- 
cipline only; and, after 
having dis- 


cussed for centuries the Question, as to 
what the Bibles teach.es concrm-ng di- 
vorce, without arriving at any settled 
conclusion, they should agree some- 
what among themselves before they 
attempt to dictate state legislation on 
the subject.

New York Physician Advocates 


Extermination to Cure Crime. 


ESSENTIAL FEATUEES OF HIS PLAN 


Dr. McKlm Would ReJnTenate Race 


by Extinction of All Detective In 
Mind and Moral*—Bach Person to 
tie Carefully Examined Before Be- 
inif Condemned—Death to Be Pain- 
less. 
Dr. W. Duncan MoKlm, a practicing 


physician of New York city, has writ- 
tan a book proposing a plan for the bet- 
terment of society and the abolition of 
the evils of heredity by the gentle re- 
moval from this life of Incorrigible 
criminals, idiots, Imbeciles, epileptics 
and habitual drunkards. Instead of 
requiring the state to support the hope- 
lessly Insane, the morally degenerate 
and the confirmed criminal, Dr. Mc- 
Klm would have a lethal chamber to 
which these classes could be legally 
consigned, so that by their elimination 
the human race might be advanced to 
a higher standard, says the Now York 
Herald. This method of reforming so- 
ciety Is presented by Dr. MoKim In a 
book entitled "Heredity and Human 
Progress," just published by G. P. Put- 
nam & Sons. 


No estimate of the number of lives 


that would be extinguished or the sav- 
ing to the state Is made. Dr. McKlm 
bases his argument on the broad inter- 
ests of society and pays little atten- 
tion, to the economical slde-of the ques- 
tion. He says: 


"For the rejuvenation of the race we 


need to multiply those Individuals 
whose dominant craving is the altru- 
istic sense, and to eliminate those 
•whose lives are ruled by baser selfish- 
ness. Among the many defectives 
thrown upon the state for maintenance 
and the many vicious held in restraint 
by the state on account of their crimes 
n system of elimination seems prac- 
ticable, and through it there would be 
given ever increasing opportunity for 
the expansion of such lives as tend to 
advance the standard of the race." 


Taking up the plan of elimination, 


Dr. McKlm says: 


"The essential feature of the plan is 


the gentle removal from this life of 
such idiotic, imbecile and 
otherwise 


grossly defective persons as are now 
depenSent for maintenance upon tho 
state, and of such criminals as commit 
the most heinous crimes or show by 
the frequent repetition of crimes lesa 
grave, by their bodily and mental char- 
acters and by their ancestry, that they 
are hopelessly incorrigible^ But we 
..may specify more minutely the indi- 
viduals whom we should select for ex- 
tinction. 


"It is clear that all Idiots would re- 


quire such a decision and of imbeciles 
by far the greater number. The ma- 
jority of epileptics would require ex- 
tinction, but those in whom the dis- 
ease has apparently been caused by 
injury or by some removable condi- 
tion, whose Lamilies give indication of 
but little degenerate taint, should first 
be detained for a time. 


"Respecting habitual drunkards, the 


degree of addiction to drink which 
should necessitate extinction would 
best be decided through a physical and 
mental examination. 
Often the habit- 


ual drunkard would be found likewise 
an epileptic; the victim of this com- 
bination of vice and degeneracy wonild 
require immediate extinction. At oth- 
er times, and often, the habitual drunk- 
ard would be found weakminded, and, 
whether his mental condition were 
that of congenital imbecility or of ac- 
quired alcoholic dementia, a prompt 
removal from life would be the obvious 
decision." 


Continuing, the doctor says: 
"The roll, then, of those whom our 


plan would eliminate consists of the 
following classes coming under the ab- 
solute control of the state: 


"Idiots, Imbeciles, epileptics, habitual 


drunkards and insane criminals; the 
larger number of murderers, nocturnal 
housebreakers, such criminals, what- 
ever their offense, as might through 
their constitutional organization ap- 
pear very dangerous, and finally crim- 
inals who might be adjudged incorrigi- 
ble. 


"Each individual of these classes 


would undergo thorough examination, 
and only by due process of law would

First Day of Fast 


At 12.40 this afternoon Dr. 
Pfeiffer 


had not even taken a drink of water 
for 24 hours, xn-1 -\as cheerfully con- 
templating his lack of hunger on the 
first day of bw long- fast. 
Hia last 


meal, reported yesterday, was at 12.40 
yesterday, and consisted of a small 
plate of vegetable soup, a small piece 
of bread from specially prepared flour, 
and an apple. 


Last evening at 6 o'clock he watched 


the family eat the usual evening meal, 
but had no desire to assist them. 
Later he visited Dr. Mignault, and the 
examination and measurements for the 
beginning of the fast were made. His 
pulse was 60, his respiration 14, and his 
weight 194% pounds: The 
following 


measurements were taken, to be com- 
pared with similar measurements at 
periods during and at the end of the 
fast. 


Chest, 43 inches. 
Waist, 41 inches. 
HijB, 43% inches. 
Calf, 15 Inches. 
Forearm, 11% inches. 
Biceps, 12 inches. 


He1 went to Adamsi late in the evening 
on business, slept for a few hours, and 
on getting up this morning took a cold 
bath at 5 o'clock. This was repeated 
at 9 o'clock, and otherwise he spent 
the day as usual. Up to this noon he 
had felt neither hunger nor thirst, and 
said that he should not drink water 
until he felt the need of it. During his 
fast he will drink only spring water, 
which he will get from some of the 
springs near his home on Holden street 


In regard to the fact of his fasting, 


he will make affidavit to the fact at the 
end of the fast that he has taken ab- 
solutely no nourishment during the 
time. 


This afternoon at 
2 o'clock Dr. 


Pfeiffer was again examined. 
His 


pulse was 72, temperature lOO1^, and 
respiration 16. 


Dr. Pfeiffer said this afternoon that 


he had asked a number of local doctors 
to take him in charge, to be sure that 
he ate nothing, but that they had not 
accepted. He makes the standing offer 
at any time within a week to place 
himself absolutely in charge of the 
local physicians if they wish, and with- 
out regard to the present fasting, to 
fast for 21 days from the time they 
take the case up. By making this of- 
fer he -wished to make it certain to all 
that his fast is real and that he eats 
nothing.

INCANDESCENT LAMPS. 


How the Burned Out Filament M»y B» 


Replaced and Renewed. 


It has >beeii generally supposed to be a 


fruitless task to attempt the renewal of 
& "burnt out incandescent electric lamp, 
altocrugh there appears to be some eco- 
nomic fallacy iae Jved in the destruc- 
tion of what is "woept in one small if 
important paruoufor a perfect piece of 
apparatus. It is not intended, as a rule, 
to five in this oohiian desoriptioBS of 
American devices or 
achievements 


drawn from foroijja publication*. This 
fiulject has, however, been taken up by 
the English journal, Industries and 
Iron, and, although it states that an 
American process for renewing these 
lamps after the filament has been bro- 
ken has been developed, it docs not give 
the name of investors nor state that the 
process has come into anything like gen- 
eral application. 
Its description of the 


operation »therefore given for what it 
is Tvoitb. 


It states that a ecjnmerckil success 


has been aiadc of a ppwessfor renewing 
brsjupd ovtft lamps vrh^i renders possible 
the use of the cld.bulb at a very slight 
expense. By the new method the collar, 
or bare end, of the laaap is not disturb- 
ed, the old filament being removed and 
the new one placad through a small hole 
in the temp btub made by removing the 
tip. •• The small hole ia subsequently clcs- 
ecl csaptly in the same manner as in the 
case of the new lamp, leaving nothing 
to indicate in the finished, repaired 
lamp that it had ever been opened. 


It» is stated that some 400,000 lamps 


have been repaired by this method, the 
fiftament being inserted through the 
small hole referred to by a skillful twist 
of the hand and secured in position by a 
special-carbon paste. The black deposit 
on. the fcside of the bulb is removed by 
fitting the lamp to the holder and re- 
movinp; it in a gas furnace, while im- 
mediately following this operation a 
small glass tube is fused to the opening 
matte in the bulb, through which the 
larn|? is exhausted. "When this has been 
dorui' and the last trace of air and gas 
absorbed, a blowpipe flame is directed 
upon .the throat of the tube, which is 
xueltxkL into the point exactly in every 
resyebt a counterpart of the original 
lamp*—Providence Journal.

He Held All the Offloe* For One Winter 


and Rather Enjoyed the Experience, 
Though It Is Presumed That He Was 
Sometimes a Little I/one«ome. 


There is a man in this town who was 


the supreme rnler of tho whole county 
for almost six months. He was a Pooh 
Bah with a viaigeanoe. His name is E. 
J. Fox, and he Is fond of telling how 
he ran Cavalier coitnty in the first win- 
ter of its existence. It came about in 
this way: 


Cavalier county had been named, but 


unorganized, for several years np to 
1884. It consisted of a large strip of 
laud, all owned by the government, ly 
ing west of the western boundary lino 
of Pembina county. About that time 
P. McHngL. of Bathgate was elected as 
a representative of Pembina county in 
the legislature, and it occurred to him 
and to Attorney W. J. Mooney of the 
same village that it would be well to 
organize Cavalier county and add to it 
the three ranges ia the western part of 
Pembina county. This western part of 
Pembina county was very much higher 
than the rest of the county, and was 
situated, the people said, and say yet, 
"on the mountain." So MeHugh got a 
bill through, the legislature defining 
Cavalier county as it is today. 


That was in the winter of 1884-5. 


A courthouse waa built at Langdon, 
which was designated as the county 
Beat, and at the election in November 
various county ofilcers were elected. 
But none of the county officers came to 
Langdon to live. It was already a bad 
winter, and they could see no reason 
why they should come if there waa 
some one there to take charge of the 
records. So they united in asking E. J. 
Fox, a young man just from Canada, 
to take charge of the offices until sum- 
mer. Pox accepted the position, of posi- 
tions, and in Deeembtr took charge of 
the affairs of the county. The court- 
house was then a large building—in 
fact, too large for use. Fox decided 
that it would be better to leave it va- 
cant until spring, and he took up his 
abode in a one room "claim shack," the 
only other building in town. This was 
about 15 by 20 feet in dimensions, and 
there he lived and did business that 
winter. He was deputy clerk of the 
courts, county judge, county treasurer, 
county auditer and register of deeds. 
The sheriff lived in the country and the 
superintendent 
of schools lived just 


across the Manitoba line. The sheriff 
did not- serve out his term, for he waa 
put in jail for shooting a man in a fight. 
There was not another living soul with- 
in two miles. 


Fox lived entirely alone, and did his 


own cooking, escept the bread baking, 
which was docce by a neighbor three 
miles aw&y. Langdon, though the coun- 
ty seat, was not yet a postofflce. The 
postmaster oi Olga, in the eastern part 
of the county, used to send over a large 
package of letters and papers about 
twice a week to the people whom he 
knew lived near Langdon, and Fox 
would give to these people their mail 
when they called for it. There was not 
one settler 40 miles to the west, but 
about 40 and 50 miles northwest, near 
the Manitoba line, there were several 
settlers, and some of thole used to drive 
that great distance to "file" on a home- 
stead or a tree claim. When they did 
that, Fox had to give them their meals 
and lodgings, and, in fact, he had often 
to, keep a sort of hotel 


The winter of 1884-5 waa very cold, 


and at night Fox used often to lio 
awake and listen to the blizzards howl 
around his little shack. He waa kept 
busy, however, for there were many 
filings, registorings of mortgages and a 
few deeds. An average of two or three 
men would ccifc to see him daily on 
business, but he seldom saw a woman. 
Nearly all the settlers near him at that 
time were bachelors, who afterward 
went back to Canada to get married; 
and indeed Fox did the same. Every- 
body was poor, and yet they all seemed 
to enjoy themselves, though they had 
to haul their wheat from 50 to 75 miles 
to market. 


The winter passed very swiftly, and 


in the summer Meoney and MeHugh 
came with fcheir families. Then other 
settlers began to pour in. Buildings 
went up, as if by magic, and in a few 
months there were a postofflce and a 
dozen dwellings. Talk of a railroad be- 
gan to be heard, and in a few months 
it came. Then indeed Pooh-Bah Fox 
had to surrender his glory. He chose to 
take up the humble position of superin- 
tendent of the schools of the county 
and he still retains the place. He is dis- 
posed to think that, in spite of the com- 
forts and conveniences of the present 
mode of life here," he enjoyed himself 
more that winter when he -was monarch 
of all the government offices of .Cavalier 
county.—Langdon (N. D.) Cor. Chicago 
Record,.*.-

Ford found the bear when it was a 


cub, soft, round, shining and black. 
Being wifeless, childless and alone, he 
adopted the tiny oub and carried it 
home. 
Once tHere, Ford soon found 


that a foster mother must be provided 
for the infsnt, and so a frightened, 
trembling, bleating 
she goat 
was 


brought to the house to take the place 
of the parent he so missed. It was only 
after much combined force and persua- 
sion tha goat could be induced to adopt 
as her own the unkidlike orphan placed 
in her care. But the time came when 
foster mother and foster child were as 
happy and content in their relations to 
each other as if the sight of a nimble 
footed, blue haired "nanny" suckling a 
clumsy black bear cub was of the most 
ordinary condition of affairs. The bear 
waxed fat on goat's milk, and a more 
docile, tractable beast never grew up 
tinder the guardianship of a humane and 
loving master. In the earlier days of his 
adoption the baby was a baby in truth. 
He would cot be left alone, and it 
would have been a harder heart than 
Ford's that could have resisted the piti- 
ful whimper of the little fellow when- 
ever he thought that he was to be left 
alone in the house. Had there been any 
to see it in those days they would have 
witnessed a strange sight. The great, 
broad shouldered man, following his 
flock as they grazed on the bunch grass— 
sometimes »ve or six miles from home 
—and as he walked the steep mountain 
side, -where it was so nearly perpendicu- 
lar that it seemed that only the goats 
themselves could gain a foothold on the 
rocks, carried the cub in his arms. 


When Jack grew older, he was trained 


to herd goats. Previously a number of 
dogs had helped Ford, but the bear and 
the dogs could not agree, and so the 
dogs had to go. Jack took their place 
well, and they were never missed. For 
several years the bear continued to help 
Ford until the latter sold his ranch and 
prepared to go to his old home in En- 
rope. Then a number of his neighbors 
tried to buy the hear. Ford refused to 
sell him and said that if he could not 
take Jack with him he would not go. 
The difficulty about shipping the bear 
was overcome, and now he and his mas- 
ter are living contentedly in the old 
country, enjoying the fruits of their

Lord Ava was shot while leaning 


over a rock attempting to get a shot at 
& Boer sharpshooter who had been pay- 
Ing particular attention to a party of 
Officers on a small kopje near Wagon 
hill, says the Pieterruaritzburg corre- 
spondent of the London Daily News. 
.When hit, Lord Ava exclaimed, "I'm 
done," and fell. The same Boer put a 
shot through Captain Fowler's hat and 
mortally wounded Lieutenant Pake- 
man of the Imperian Light horse. Lieu- 
tenant Surgeon Hornibrook, the bubon- 
ic plague expert introduced from India 
by the Transvaal government, who 
showed such conspicuous gallantry on 
several occasions during the earliar 
part of the campaign, was slightly 
wounded In two places and his uni- 
form was torn by Boer bullets in five 
other places. Captain Wales, attached 
to the volunteer staff, was hit in the 
leg. He got under cover and then put 
his leg up to prevent hemorrhage and 
was shot in the same limb, neither 
wound, fortunately, being of a serious 
nature. 


Dr. Frederick Treves, who recently 


left the London hospital to join the 
medical men at the front, writes an in- 
teresting letter from Frere to the Lon- 
don Hospital Gazette. Describing the 
medical work done after the battle of 
Colenso, Dr. Treves pays a notable 
tribute to the four nurses In the camp. 
He says: 


"I should have said that two Netley 


Bisters, one an old 'London' nurse, 
joined us just before we left Frere, 
and better nurses and more devoted 
women I never met. 
They worked 


night and day, and their work was of 
the very best Poor Tommy may not 
think 
much of the 'orsepittle' at 


Chieveley, but I know he will never 
forget the four women who stood by 
him after Tugela and tried to make 
him comfortable. They never rested.

were taken out to a small kopje and 
set to work to build a fort. 
Before 


dawn they retired into Ladysmith. It 
was not long after daybreak that the 
Boer gunners caught sight of the new 
fort and began pounding away at the 
empty "works."

Course ol Arduous Training?. 


It is at -Caterham, In England, among 


the beautiful Surrey hills, that the re- 
cruit is molded into the strapping, 
broad shouldered guardsman, who is 
so -valiantly maintaining the honor of 
the old country upon the burning Af- 
rican veldt at the present time. 


The process is exacting In the ex- 


treme, but ttie results so nearly ap- 
proach perfection that it may safely 
be assumed that the end justifies the 
means, says the London Daily Mall. 
In ,all it takes about four months. Im- 
mediately upon the arrival the em- 
bryo guardsman is 'vaccinated and sub- 
jected to a searching medical examina- 
tion, which includes full particulars 
of all bis more important measure- 
ments. 
He is then "pitted up" and 


"posted" to She company to which he 
will be attached for the period of his 
training. 


The first stage of his Instruction la 


"drill without arms," in which he 
must show himself thoroughly profi- 
cient before he is allowed the care of 
a rifle. Starting in the "scratch squad," 
he is kept hard at it, morning, noon 
and night, until he arrives at the dig- 
nity of firing with ball cartridge. At 
the- expiration of ten weeks' training 
he Is again measured and his probable 
usefulness to the service carefully 
weighed in the "balance. 


Should his officer's report be satis- 


factory, he forthwith passes into the 
most advanced sections and is even- 
tually "posted" to his proper battalion. 
He is free to enlist for the shortest 
of; short service system—i. e., three 
years with the colors and nine years 
in the reserves—although it does not, 
of course, follow that he will not vol- 
untarily extend his active service.

If the 
people want me to serve them I will do 
it. That is all I have to say."

terest in national, state and municipal 
politics, and has frequently urged from 
his pulpit the support of candidates 
and measures, when he believed the 
issues justified it.

Twenty-two of the graduates are still 
living, including 15 of the 24 who en- 
tered the army. The late P. F. Thomp- 
son of New York, who1 presented the 
college with three handsome labora- 
tories, was a. member of the class, but 
did not graduate. Col. Evans was in 
5:! flghs during- his service in the army.

A history of the claasi was prenared in 
1S9S by Henry Root of Whitehall, N. 
Y., and the class is certainly entitled 
to recognition for having given to the 
army orvcr 50 cer cent of its member- 
ship. 
The last reunion was held at 


Williamstown at commencement time 
in 1881, and was greatly saddened by 
(he shooting of President Garfleld in 
a Washington depot, where he was 
waiting to take a train tor Williams- 
town.

The following letter is In explanation 


of an article published yesterday at 
the request of a member of Sanford 
post in regard to General Gordon's 
lecture.

papers that the General was to visit 
New England again, and without con- 
sulting any one we wrote to ascertain 
if such was the case and the probabil- 
ity of getting him again providing we 
wanted to. We heard nothing from our 
letter until February 4, a telegram wa.s 
received stating "Can give Geneial 
Gordon February 9." We wired im- 
mediately" 9th impossible, can con- 
sider no date before tl.e 16th. As it 
was the date of the opening of Zephra, 
we could not consider it. 


Then we received a letter stating 


that they thought we could have him 
sometime the latter part of March. We 
then made a statement to t' e post that 
some correspondence had been done 
with a view of getting him if we could, 
and asked for instructions. The sug- 
gestion received no notice from 
the 


post at the time and then we advised 
with a number of our business men 
and they said "Yes secure him we want 
to hear him again." 
We talked it 


over and decided that as he was. a 
high priced man and as our post had 
sometimes lost money on lectures that 
if we could get a date that would be 
satisfactory -that we would stand the 
loss if there was one, and if a success 
that we would after paying the ex- 
p'enses turn it over for the use of our 
charitable work. 


After much more corresponding and 


telegraphing we got a date from the j 
bureau of March 14. Then -we reported 
in to the post on Friday evening, Feb- 
ruary 23, what we had done and what 
we proppsed. to dojwith the profits and 
we supposed that £11 weresatisfied,until 
we saw the article in your paper. The 
article is false and misleading. The 
post did know all the facts not last 
Friday evening only but one week, ago 
Friday evening. It is misleading a,., the 
post has taken no action nor authorized 
any one to represent ic at the printing 
office. 


We believe that our community want 


to hear General Gordon and we believe 
that all who do hear him will be well 
paid and they will not consider it an 
act of charity to our post even if the 
proceeds go into our charity fund. How 
any one pretending to stand up1 for the 
principles of our grand order could ask 
for such an article is a great mystery 
to us, but this mystery great as it is 
will no doubt pass away when we learn 
its inspiration.
